the disease is the natural and direct 
result of a tratimatic hijury (an injury 
due to violence) by accident, nor shall 
it include the result of a pre-existing 
disease. 

WHEN COMPENSATION IS NOT 
" ALLOWED. 
No compensation is allowed for an 

aury or death caused by a wilfully 
f-inflicted injury, wilful misconduct 
or intoxication of an employe. 

COMPENSATION DUE EMPLOYE 
FOR INJURIES RESULTING IN 

TOTAL DISABILITY. 

Where the , iqiury causes total dis- 
ability for wtMc. th« employttr, duing 

such disability, except the first two 
weeks thereof, shall pay the employe 
so injured a weekly compensation 
equal to sixty-five per cent of the 
average weekly eamhigs, riot to ex- 
ceed $12.00 nor loss than tVOO per 
week, and such ptiyments to be mxtde 
during the period of total disability, 
bat not tonger than eight years after 
the date tit the injury, nor in no casa 
to exceed the sum of $5,000.09.

If death results within two years 
from an accident, for which compen 
sation is payable under the law, the 
empkiyer, or bis insurer, shall pay to 
the persons oAHHed to compensation, 
or if none, then to the admini.stnttor 
of the deceased employe, reasonable 
burial expenses, not to exceed the 
sum of 175.00, and shall also pay to 
or for the followint; persons the fol- 
lowiiit; compensation: 

(1) If the deceased left no depend- 
ento. theiviiadlb^pakl. hi additkm 
to burial expenses and medical ex- 
penses, if any, the further sum of 
IIOO.CK), |)ayinent to be made to the 
personal representative of the de- 
oeased employe. 

(2) If there are one or more wholly 
depeiuii'nf persons, sixty-live per 
cent, oi the average weekly earmnu's 
of the deceased empk>ye, but not to 
exceed $12.(X) nor toss than 16.00 per 
week, shall be pax able, all such pay-

LIABILITY OF CONTRACTORfl)

The Act provides thai a principal, 
contractor, intermedia^ or sub«of* 
tntetbrshaOlie-lible %r eompenagi 

tion provided for by the .\ct to any 
employe injured while in the employ 
of any one of his intermediate or sub- 
contractors to the same extent as the 
immediate employer; but that any 
princi|)al, intermediate or sub-c(m- 
tractor who shall pay compensation 
may recover tiie amount paid from 
any subordinate contractor through 
whom he nmy have been rendered 
liable. 

Every chUm to oompensatton under 
this section of flie Act, however, shall 

in the first instance be presented to 
and instituted against the immediate 
emirioyer, but such proceeding dMji 
not constitute a waiver of the ei^ 
ploye's rights to recover compensk- 
tioti from the princiiial or intermedi- 
ate contractor, provided tliat the col- 
lection of full oompenaatton from one 
employer shall bar recovery by tie 
employe against any others, nor shsll 
the employe recover from all a total 
compensation in excesa of the aawuat 
for whteh his imiediate emptoyar is 
liable. 

This section of the law applies only 
in eases where the injury ocoiffred

THE PAYMENT OF COMPENSA- 
TION MUST BE SECURED BY

Every employer must either insure 
and keep insured his liability for 
compensition, or must furnish to the 
Board sittisfuctory proof of his finan- 
cial ability to psy direct the compen* 
tion in the amount and manner and 
when due as provided for by the Act; 
and in tla' latter case, the Board ahall 
re(|uire tlic (le|)osit of an acceptable 
security, iiideiuaity or bond to M$|re 
to such an extent as the WoilmtoB'a 
Compensation Board may direct, the 
pivmentof workmen'* compeiis;ition 
liabilities as they are incurred.

While 
It Is desirable to have a team of 
horses elosely alike in color and mark- 
ings, those are BOt tko only eharaetai^ 
laties. 

Action comes first when consider- 
ing matching of horses. Proper ac- 
tion, strong, eleaa, vigorons move- 
tiicnts of the fOet and legs attract a 
buyer more qatekly than anything else 
Style Is required In the action of any 
class of horses. Snappy, straight ami 
balanced movement of the motive ap- 
paratus, each animal standing up to 
the bit In about the same way. makes 
an attractive team, and is pleasing to 
the eyes of the buyer and of th«i man 
who drives It. 

In a farm team strrnKth and cnn- 
forrtiatloM mlRht possibly he placed be- 
fore (ictlon. at any rate It stiould 
come second. A tenra 111 matchwl In 
regard to stronRtti and staying powers 
Is a mighty poor asset, as far as a 
team Is concerned. In selecting horses 
to work against each other In a team 
it Is important to get them In general 
conformation as nearly alike as poe- 
hliiit'-. fcVfu cirid strc'g bchiud, asd 
muscled well in the bark and loin, 
short and thick in the middle, with 
muscles — not fat — beneath the hide. 

Size to a certain extent may be 
sacrlflced for strength and conforma- 
tion, but only within certain limits. 
A difference of 100 ' pounds or so in 
weight does not matter much when a 
pair is being matched «p, but if much 
more than that, the difference in size 
will be too clear and detract from the 
Talue of the team. Size is an impor- 
tant matter, but it comes after 
strength, and conformation follows ac- 
tion in relative importance. 

Color comes last of all in tho major 
points to be taken into coiisidrration. 
A difference tn color, however marked, 
is among the least objectionable fea- 
tures of a team. Yet, strangely, some 
horses are matched up so unlike in 
action and temperament that the whlf- 
fletree of one is always scouring the 
wagon wheel, while the other is draw- 
tag ahead keen and strong to the bit. 
The team is ao unlike in strength ai 
conformation that one horsi> in fagged 
out a long Umo before the other sbowr

It will cook per 
fectly in its own Juice, with very lit- 
tle loss of valuable subetanoe. Some 
dietitians claim that asy vegetable 
usually peeled should be waahed and 
scrubbed only, U one vonU let the 
tan vatae.
